Commission Seats , Folsom Stuns Stewart 


Coffee County voters supported the 
winner in the only statewide run-off 
Tuesday. They also returned one 
incumbent to office and replaced 
another, Four-hundred sixty-two fewer 
people went to the polls this time than 
went September 2nd. 


Jim Folsom, Jr. carried Coffee 
County by a wide margin, while winning 
statewide by a very narrow margin. 
Folsom defeated incumbent U.S. 
Senator Donald Stewart by 3661 to 2158, 
and carried all but about three beats in 
the county while amassing this total. 


Rex Boutwell, incumbent County 
Commissioner in District 3, (Elba, 
Kinston, etc.) won re-election by 302 
votes when he defeated businessman 


Robert Stephens by a vote of 3001 to 
2699. Stephens cut Boutwell’s lead 
during the three weeks from the first 
‘primary from 763 to the 302 this time. 

Boutwell carried Elba by 233 votes 
while Stephens overcame a second- 
place finish of September 2, and ran 
first in Enterprise by 235 votes. The 
rural votes made the difference, with’ 
the vast majority of them giving 
Boutwell enough votes to win with the 
302 vote margin. 


Bennie Beckham, the incumbent in 
District 4, Place 2, was defeated in a 
squeaker by political newcomer. Charlie 
Mack Martin, an insurance agent in 
Enterprise. Martin won by 122 yotes in 
the official tally of votes. The voters of 
Elba supported the winner in this race 


also, giving Martin 664 votes and 
Beckham 273, Enterprise voters again 
supported Beckham by a vote of 1442 to 
1010, again with the rural voters making 
the decisive vote in the race. 


The end results are that Coffee 
County will see a ‘‘new-look’’ commis- 
sion in January, as four new faces will 
sit on the commission. All three of the 
incumbents in District 4 were defeated, 
and District 2 Commissioner Jack 
Hornsby chose not to seek re-election. 
Only District 1 Commissioner Gilmer 
Grant and District 3 Commissioner will 
remain on the new commission.

City School Board Discusses Money Problems 


The Elba School Board held a special 
meeting last Monday afternoon at 5 
p.m. to discuss developments in 
securing funds for the construction of 
the classroom addition to the Elba High 
School. 

Bids were opened on September 11, 
on the removal of the existing high 
school wing and construction of a new 
wing. The low bid, by Madison 
Construction Company of Ozark, was 
for $553,386 plus some alternates, 
including better paint and fans in each 
room. Add the base, alternates to the 
various fees, and the total cost comes to 
$603,686.50, or $128,847.50 more than 
the school board has available for the 
project as designed. 


Superintendent Elmer Taylor report- 
ed on a trip he, board chairman, J.Doug 
Kendrick, and Mayor-Elect Bob English 
had with several state officials in 
Montgomery earlier in the day. He

reported that the state appears to be out 
of funds, but efforts were being made to 
acquire at least part of the needed 
balance. Taylor reported he expected 
an answer from state officials by the last 
of the month. The school board has 
until October 11 to accept or reject the 
low bid. 


Taylor said it was felt unofficially by 
a majority of the incoming city council, 
that with the help of the utility board, 
some monies could be furnished by the 
city and some additional funds could be 
raised at the local banks by pledging the 
excess from the local gasoline tax to 
repay the loan. 


A school bond issue is presently 
being paid by the gasoline tax at the 
rate of $1800 a month and at a. very low 
rate of interest (6%). There is still over 


entire balance without the heavy 
expense of ‘‘redoing’’ this bond for 
“only $128,000."’ The cost would be 
prohibitive and would freeze Elba from 
any other school improvement for many 
years to come. 


The school board will meet again on 
September 7 to make a final decision on 
the project. 


Taylor told the group that with 
proration he felt the board was taking a 
big chance to pledge the $87,000 from 
board monies that were already in the 
above-cited funds; and that there were 
just no additional funds the school has 
available for the project. The alternate 
to getting the state funds, city funds 
and loans would be to either forget the 
project or cut off parts of the building 


$200,000 due on this bond issue and until the cost matched the funds 
efforts are being made to fund the available.

.County Commission Accepts 


Resignation Of Tim Hornsby 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, 
September 23, at the courthouse in 
Elba, and took care of a small agenda of 
business in a brief 30-minute meeting. 

A letter from the Army Reserve unit 
in Opp was read, and it asked 
permission to use the school in Kinston 
as an alternate site in case of 
mobilization, The original site is the 
Army Reserve Center, in Opp. The 
commission expressed no opposition to 
the request, but agreed that permission 
must be granted by the County Board of 
Education. 

Probate Judge James L. Sawyer 
read a letter of resignation from 
Assistant Engineer Tim Hornsby, and it 
was accpeted by the commission. 
Hornsby stated the resignation was not 
politically motivated, and felt the move 
was ‘‘in the best interest of both my 
career and family.’’ The resignation is 
effective October 1, and Hornsby will 
reportedly then accept a similar post in 
Baldwin County. 

County Engineer Bill McClain was 
present at the meeting and was told 
various road signs are needed at (1) the 
new asphalt plant near Enterprise, (2) a 
bad curve on County road 43, and (3) at 
a school bus stop at the Goodman Road. 

Ms, Peggi James, of the Human 
Resource & Development Corporation, 
addressed the commission and asked 
for an increase in funding from the 
county, The HRDC is beginning to 
discuss a rural transportation program 
to help transport rural residents to Elba 
and Enterprise, and the program will 
raise the insurance rates to almost 
$8,000 annually. The new request was 
for $5,000, and would be a substantial 
taise from ‘last year’s allocation of 
$1,700. The local HRDC chapter, 
according to figures presented at the 
meeting, provided $32,102.91 in 
services last year and served an average 
of 250 people per week. The commission

The Fort Rucker Historic- 
al Society will sponsor a 
Sunday afternoon outing on 
October 5, 1980, at the Old 
Westville, Dale County, Ala- 


bama site. It is located on 
the northern portion of Ft. 

Even 
though the village does not 
now exist, the location has 
been determined. 

Mr. James B. Jolley of 
the Directorate of Facilities 
Engineering, Ft. Rucker, and 
member of this society, has 
done extensive research on 
the village. Many people 
have been interviewed, court 
house records examined, 
maps checked and letters 
and newspapers reviewed. In 
& recent interview, Mr. Ed 
Akeridge of Ozark, explained 
that he voted in this village in 
1904. 

Mrs. Love Edwards 
Fleming, who was about 
seven years old during the 
Civil War, lived about three 
miles south of Westville. She 
wrote an article in 1901 
telling about the life of 
citizens of the Westville 
Community. Mrs. Fleming 
named many families who 
lived in the area, and told of 
the different types of small 
neighborhood industry that 
was carried on in the com- 
munity. Some names men- 
tioned in her articles are 
Mizells, Edwards, Critten- 
dens, White, and others. 

Many natives of Dale and 
Coffee Counties have ances- 
tors who lived in this West- 
ville area during and after 
the Civil War, and were 
trained for the Confederate 
Army in the area. Unfortun- 
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ately, many specific bound- 
aries and building locations 
can no longer be determined. 
It is quite possible, however, 
that natives to the area may 
have additional information 
that might assist in locating 
some landmarks.

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Cover Crops 
improve Soil 


CC SOIL AND WATER 


The time has come to 
prepare to plant a winter 
cover crop on land which will 
be bare this winter. Farmers 
should consider planting a 
cover crop behind peanuts 
and soybeans, and especially 
if the residue is used for hay. 

Winter cover crops im- 
prove soil productivity in 
many ways, Soil fertility and 
tith improves with the addi- 
tion of organic matter which 
comes from the growth of a 
winter cover crop. Also 
microrganisms which aid 
plants in their ability to 
ultilize certain nutrients are 
increased by the availability 
of this organic matter. 

As the cover crops grows 
the roots from numerous 
pores in the soil, These pores 
store air and water which will 
be needed by the next 
growing crop. These pores 
improve soil _ drainage, 
causing excess water to move 
down into the subsoil. 

By having a good cover 
on the soil surface the land is 
not susceptable to soil com- 
paction and erosion caused 
by heavy rainfall. When 
raindrops strike the bare soil, 
the soil particles at the 
surface are displaced by the 
force of the falling rain 
causing the soil to disolve 
into a soupy solution which 
will run off like water. The 
soil particles just below the 
surface of the soil that 
desolved is compacted 
causing it to compress with 
other soil particles until all 
the pores or air spaces are 
destroyed. As this continues 
the soil produces a pan below 
the surface similar to the 
Structure of a brick. By 
having a sod the grass will 
break the impact of the 
raindrops as they strike the 
soil. This will help preserve a 
good soil structure. 

Also by having a good 
winter cover crop we provide 
some supplementary forage 
for livestock, during the 
winter months.

LEFTOVERS 

A leftover's best friend is 
a@ good imagination. Like 
other foods, leftovers can 
and should attract’ attention, 
arouse interest, and stimu- 
late a desire to eat. 

Some leftovers make 
good second meals by simply 
reheating. Others are better 
prepared in a new way. 
Either way, it’s better to skip 
at least one day before 
re-serving that food. 

Here are some rules of 
thumb for leftovers. Re- 
frigerate them immediately 
after dining. Store leftovers 
in a covered container in the 
refrigertaor--never at room 
temperature. 

Use refrigerated leftovers 
within three days, including 
vegetables, fruits, beef, fish 
and poultry. If keeping 
leftovers longer, freeze 
rather than refrigerate. 

The cost of re-creating 
the leftover meal shouldn't 
be more expensive than the 
cost of a new dish. And, if 
your family dislikes the 
re-created leftover, don’t 
waste time and energy 
preparing it again. 


CREDIT CARDS 

A few practical guides in 
the use of credit cards can 
reduce the risk of losing 
them or having them stolen, 

Keep credit cards on your 
person, not in your luggage 
or in the gloye compartment 
of your automobile nor at 
your home while you're 
away. 

Carry your credit cards in 
some type of wallet, not loose 
in a pocket’ or purse. It’s 
probably more desirable to 
have a separate wallet for 


your credit cards, Then you ° 


can tell at a glance if they’re 
all there, 

Periodically go through 
your credit cards. Evaluate 
the use of each card. Also 
determine if your need for 
the card stiil exists. Get rid of 
those you don’t need or use. 
Destroy them by cutting 
them up.
